Satur- 
day, Aug. 10, beginning and end- 
ing at Astoria Middle School, 
1100 Klaskanine Ave. 

Astoria’s sloping hills hold gra- 
cious homes and spectacular views 
of the glimmering waters at the 
mouth of the Columbia River, the 
Pacific Ocean and Youngs Bay. 
The 10K course circles the Astoria 
Column, the only monument of its 
kind in the world. 

Proceeds from the Run and the 
Walk benefit efforts to preserve 
the column. The structure’s exteri- 
or tells the story of white settlers 
discovering of the Pacific North- 
west. 


The past few years have marked 
a flurry of activity for the Column, 
a 125-foot-high monument deco- 
rated with murals depicting Pacific 
Northwest history. Erected in 1926 
to designate the arrival of the rail- 
road to the Northwest, the Col- 
umn’s murals were originally 
carved into paint layered over 
cement using an etching technique 
called “sgraffito.” 

The murals wrap around nearly 
the entire length of the monument 
and were lovingly restored by 
master craftspeople. The column’s 
14, 25-foot-long “cartoons,” or 
scenes, depicting important events 
in the history of the Northwest 
sprung to life again. 


However, from its post at the 
top of Astoria’s Coxcomb Hill, the 
Column is exposed to the harshest 
of the region’s weather and the 
elements had taken their toll on 
the structure. For years, dedicated 
volunteers had studied ways to 
restore the monument and had 
raised thousands of dollars to do 
so.
